The British steamer was unin- 
jured.

Shortage in raw materials gives rise to alarm among manufacturing 
interests—America must apply every resource to meet the world's demand 
for food—Labor saving machines and man power on the farms vital 
factors in economic crisis—Appeal for government action. 


Government action ensuring the farmers of America ample supplies of 
farm implements and competeut farm labor is vitally 
necessary to this 
country's future participation in the war, declare the manufacturers of farming 
tools and machinery In the United States. This action must be immediate and 
radical, they say, or in 1938 the United States will fall to produce foodstuflis 
necessary to feed the civil population of our allies and to keep the allied armies 
in fighting trim. 


This declaration Is made In a public statement by the National Implement 
and Vehicle Association, whose members manufacture most of the farming 
implements used In and exported from the United States, It is the Associa- 
tion's answer to an anxious inquiry about reports of a prospective implement 
shortage addressed to It In behalf of the country's farming interests by ex- 
Governor W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin, one of the leaders of American agricul- 
ture and publisher of Hoard's Dairyman. The statement, which is signed by 
Charles S. Brantlngham, Chairman of the Association's Executive Committee, 
says: 


"The truth Is, that unless prompt action is taken by the Government, our 
country is headed straight toward the same mistakes that have resu'ted in 
compelling our allies to appeal to us to save them from famine. 
Unless we 
protect the production of labor-saving farm machinery and the supply of 
skilled farm labor we, too, must soon face a shrinkr.ge of food supplies. Any- 
body can realize how calamitous that would be in the military as well as the 
economic sense. 


"The trouble with the food production of Europe Is far from the battle 
zones, In fields that lie idle for lack of men and machinery to cultivate them. 
The same trouble Is due to overtake us soon. Without such action as Is here 
suggested and urged, the farmers of the United ^States will not have enough 
machines or men in 1918 to meet the demands upon them. 


"We are now confronted by shortages of raw material and factory labor 
that will begin to be manifest In shortages of certain lines of farm machinery 
this fall and will result in serious shortages In many vital lines next year. 
Stocks on hand In important kinds of tools and machines are smaller than 
in normal years, because of earlier scarcity of factory labor and a rapidly 
tightening scarcity of all raw materials. 
Present and prospective conditions 
as to both elements make It certain that the shortage of our output wlU sooa 
be serious. 


"Farmers have deferred during the last three years the replacing of old 
and badly worn tools and machines. Now, confronted by the practical cer- 
tainty that the war Is to continue Indefinitely, with attendant assurance of a 
heavy demand and high prices for all their products, and by an Ine'^tabl© 
shortage of farm labor, they cannot put off longer replacements of worn out 
machines and the additions to equipment necessary to Increase acreage and 
production. 


"It It also essential to meeting the demand of the farmers for Implement« 
that there shall be preference in transportation for raw materials to the fac- 
tories and for finished goods from the factories to the farms. 


"For the last ten years farm labor has been more and more dlfilcnlt to 
secure, and now with an enormous increase In the demand for labor In muni- 
tion factories, and the withdrawal of many young men from productlv« occu- 
pations, there Is bound to be a shortage of farm labor such as this country 
has never known. In Kansas alone a vast number of fertile acres on which the 
wheat crop failed will He Idle this summer, chiefly for lack of labor and partly 
through lack of machines to replant to com. 


"We regard it as vital to keep on the farms the men now there who know 
the business, especially the men trained in the use of labor-saving machinery. 
It would be wasteful and foolish to let them go and afterward try to replace 
them with unskilled men. 


"We seek no advantage for our industry over any other, but we realize 
and we want the public to realize that without this product and without suf-. 
flclent labor the farmers of the United States cannot Increase or even maintain 
their production of foodstuffs next year. To avert the calamity that such a 
condition will surely produce, our Industry and the farming industry which 
It chiefly supports must be put upon the same preferred basis as the' niaking 
of war munitions, even if other less vital Industries suffer thereby for ma- 
terials and men. It is as Important to fill the .soldier's stomach as his cartridge 
box. 


"It is also the imperative duty of the United States t» keep up our exports 
of agricultural Implements. Our allies look to us now more than ever for labor- 
saving equipment for their farms. Every farm Implement and machine we can 
send abroad will help powerfully to relieve the drain on our own resources of 
foodstuffs. It Is better for ourselves and our allies to send them the means of 
production rather than the prodtwt. 


"These are the measures that we declare to be vital to the feeding*bf this 
nation and its allies next year: 


"1. That the manufacture of farm materials be given equal preference 
with the manufacture of war munitions as regards saftpltes of necessary raw 
materials. ' 


"2. That service to the coimtry In form machinery factories be considered 
of equal Importance with service In munition making plants, Oovemment or 
private. 


"8. That labor on the farms be considered as ,of equal importance with 
the production of war munitions. 


"4. That the raw materials for farming machinery and the finished goods 
be given equal preference by the transportation agencies of the country with 
munitions of war. 


"These measuree must be taken im^iedUtely to be effective, becanae the 
OM and demand for fanning machfn«y.,jir4 fefmpiiil,.

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CHECKING WASTE OF BREAD. 


The state council of defense announces that 
in general the bakers of Indiana have indi- 
cated willingness ,to co-operate with Dr. H. 
E. Barnard, state food commissioner, in the 
campaign to check a flagrant waste of bread. 


The means taken to overcome the worst 
single phase of wastefulness will be a rule by 
the bakers to take back from retail distrib- 
utors no unsold loaves. This will accomplish 
altogether throughout the state a vast saving. 
Such a rule is now extensively in operation 
in Fort Wayne and perhaps is in other cities. 
It ought to become general and equally it 
fhould be strictly enforced. 
^ Not only will no one suffer hardship or de- 
privation from this, but on the contrary every 
one will be on several accounts better off. It 
will in the first place put an end to a raost 
Sinful waste for which even in times of pcace 
And unqualified abundance there is no reacon- 
able mitigation. Bread twenty-four hours old 
is still wholesome and palatable and as a mat- 
ter of fact better for food than bread fresh 
from the ovens, though the fresher bread rray 
be more toothsome and inviting. In the days 
when the great bulk of bread was baked at 
home few housewives undertook to turn out 
their bread bakings oftener than three times 
ft week and many of them did so but twice. 
The people thrived on bread that never was 
strictly "fresh" more than two or three days 
i week and they could do so now. The bread 
of the bakers will keep well and be appetizing 
and wholesome the day following its baking. 


The effort to check the waste of brearl, 
however, is not to take the method of com- 
pelling the people to eat old bread. The plan 
in design is,that there shall be closer co-opera- 
tion between consumers and retailers and re- 
tailers and bakers to the end that require- 
ments may be made known and provided for 
as nearly as possible without surplus of loaves. 
That is to a great degree practicable and will 
enable the bakers to supply consumers with 
fresh bread. But there ought to be no foolish 
niceties and silly squeamishness about eating 
bread a day old. It is nourishing, wholesome 
and palatable and if well taken care of will 
tetray little difference to the person who eats 
it. It will mean a great saving to the bakers 
in the total cost of their output and what is 
more it will mean a tremendous conservation 
of flour and beyond that of wheat, not to 
speak of some minor, yet important, items of 
cost, such as the labor of making and the cost 
of delivery and return, besides that it will 
save a volume of other materials that enter 
int(f the making of bread. 


Returned bread is sold by bakers at a point 
probably a substantial percentage below coat. 
The poorer classes purchase it and doubtless 
much of it is bought for poultry food. The 
loss must be made up in the price of fresh 
bread, if there is a loss. In any event, a vast 
quantity of wholesome and nourishing food 
gO;ps to waste so far as human consumption 
is concerned. If bakers, distributors and con- 
sumers can co-operate so that fresh bread may 
always be had without entailing any waste, 
it will be more satisfactory, but there should 
be an end made of the waste. An abundance 
of bread twenty-four hours old or forty-eigjit 
hours., old or a week old would tickle the 
people of the warring countries in Europe 
Billy. 


millions between the ages of 31 and 40 and 
there stand from among whom seventy thou- 
sand volunteers are to come probably some 
twelve millions of Americans. 
From these 
there should be no difficulty or delay getting 
a paltry seventy thousand who'are sound and 
fit and ready for service with the regulars. It 
would seem that it ought to take but a day 
to enlist all the volunteers now called for. 


It should be borne in mind that the fact 
of having been registered for conscription 
does not raise a barrier against any man be- 
tween the ages of 21 and .31 who may now 
wish to volunteer. 
Any such will te wel-. 
comed and he will find his paths made straight 
and his way easy to train and fight -with the 
regulars. 
The call for vol\inteers will make 
special appeal to thousands who are not 
eligible to service by reason of the age limita- 
tions set by the conscription law. Great num- 
bers of sturdy, well-conditioned, ready and 
patriotic men above 31 years will be glad to 
enlist, at once from impulses of duty and the 
knowledge that those who get into the regu- 
lars will get earliest to the front. 


Now that registration has been completed 
and all within its terms are so on record, it 
will be interesting to observe this week's drive 
for volunteers to determine if to any great 
extent draft is so distasteful as some have at- 
tempted to assert. 
If it were the seventj' 
thousand volunteers asked for would be en- 
listed before today's sun goes down, a sequel 
not likely to develop. But there is no reason 
to believe that difficulty is going to be met 
bringing seventy thousand volunteers to the 
colors by one week from today. ' The ranks 
of the regulars will be filled when July 1 
dawns. 


KEEPING THE RECORD GOOD. 


VOLUNTEERS' WEEK. 


So close that Red Cross week overlaps it 
comes the great week's drive for seventy 
thousand volunteers to fill the ranks of the 
regulars to full war strength. The president's 
proclamation calling for these volunteers will 
not; fail upon an unresponsive manhood in the 
United States. The ranks of the regulars will 
be filled by July 1, as it is the purpose and 
expectation shall prove the case.

By the time the final canvass of returns 
from the Red Cross campaign in Allen county 
is made this evening it is expected that some- 
thing in excess of $100,000 will be shown to 
the credit of this community. 


All but a little of this sum has come from 
the city of Fort Wayne. 
The country has 
been a disappointment. 
Subscriptions that 
were'made by farmers in most cases were 
smaller than had been expected and the num- 
ber of refusals to give anything has occasioned 
astonishment. It is difficult to understand the 
reluctance of the farmuig community to joii. 
heartily and generously in this ennobled and 
ennobling cause, that, were there no national 
stress of war to appeal to the strongest of all 
patriotic feeling, would nevertheless make 
powerful appeal to every innate sentiment of 
humanity. 


That, however, is neither here nor there. 
The apportionment made for this city and 
county has been pledged to an excess of 25 
per cent. 
Fort Wayne keeps her record 
straight, consistent and bright. The response 
to the appeal for Red Cross aid is in line 
with the city's response to the call for troops, 
with the duty to register and the service witli 
money in the Liberty Loan. 
One hundred 
thousand dollars or better will go to the city's 
high credit in the splendid labor of the coun- 
try to put a vast sum of money behind the 
service of the Red Cross in this war. 


It will be well to remember that because 
the big drive for the hundred millions comes 
formally to an end tonight there is no obstacle 
raised to further contributions to the Red 
Cross fund. Any who have wholly neglected 
to give or any others who now remorsefully 
feel that they have given too little will have 
the happy chance tomorrow or the next day 
or any day soon of getting into the record in 
a manner to ease the conscience or to gratify 
any new excesses of generous feeling. Tn 
some cities, where they did not awaken to the 
significance and import of this great move- 
ment until late in the. week, there is purpose- 
to carry the campaign through the present 
week. They want to make good. 


Fort Wayne already has done that, but the 
more there is the better it will look and most 
certainly the greater will be the help to the 
work.

AMERICA'S WIN-IN-THE-AIR 
PROGRAM BEING RUSHED 
BOTH HERE AND IN FRANCE 


BY HOWARD E. COFFIN. 
Chairman, Aircraft Production Board 
of Council of Natlbnar Defense. 


America's aviation program, which is 
being planned on a scale sufficient to 
sweep the German flyers out of the 
air and literally 
blind 
the 
German 
army, is already under way. 


Congress will within the next few 
days be asked to appropriate $600,000,- 
000 to carry out these plans, but in the 
meantime the various branches of the 
federal government that deal 
with 
aviation 
are 
pushing 
the 
work 
of 
preparation 
on a 
large scale 
with 
money already appropriated. 


Three of the great aviation Jlelds 
which the war department has planned 
are actually under construction; sites 
for the other 
six 
fields 
have 
been 
chosen and work on them will soon be- 
gin. Cadets are now in training at the 
preliminary 
training 
schools 
estab- 
lished in six representative engineer- 
ing colleges and universities. 
Training 
planes have already been ordered and 
will be ready by the time the aviation 
fields are completed; and the instruc- 
tion of the first group of 500 aviators 


.It takes only four months to train a 
flyer. 
As America's new airmen finish 
their training they will embark for 
France. 
On French soil, under French 
instructors and with French machines 
they will complete their preparation 
for work at the front. 


This training field in France will be 
entirely a product of American brains 
and American energy. 
The buildings 
will be constructed and the plans pre- 
pared by an American contracting firm 
with materials shipped from the United 
States. 


Thousands of men are now engaged 
in preparation of the aviation fields at 
Dayton, O., Champagne, 111., and De- 
troit, Mich. The government has made 
them emergency projects and nothing 
is being permitted 
to hamper 
their 
rapid construction. The work on those 
is being separately conducted and they 
will in no way interfere with the new 
army cantonments. 


Work began more than two weeks 
ago on the big four squadron field at 
Dayton. 
It is significant that this field 
of 2,500 ac2-es, the largest of all, is on 
the site of the original field on which

DID GREED FOR GiJ^IN 
DRIVE GERMANY INTO 
WAR? ASKS A WRITER 


[Alvin Johnson in Harper's Magazine.] 
W^s it greed for gain that drove the 
German people into the path of econ- 
omic aggression?. The Germans are 
greedy of gain, but there is no evidence 
that they are pre-eminently 
greedy 
among 
nations 
except 
for 
power. 
Power: to this ideal the Germans have 
sacriflced everything-—the joy of an 
easy life, liberty, humanity. 
It is the 
clue to German commercial 
policy 
also. 
A great population might live 
on the resources contained within the 
empire, but not a population great 
enough to realize a national ideal of 
unique and unprecedented power. 
To 
serve this Ideal it was necessary to Im- 
pose tributary relations upon the out- 
side world. 
Let the markets of the 
world be foreed open, to Cierman In- 
^uMiy «nd teree4^«hu% upon tb* i n 


states, and the number of Germans 
might increase until the political and 
military might of Germany 
became 
utterly unassailable. 


But could Germany b© certain that 
in the interval between the first eco- 
nomic thrust for power and its ulti- 
mate achievement the other nations 
would lie asleep? 
Building up a pop- 
ulation beyond the potential feeding 
capacity of the land Is a policy that 
Involves risk. 
What if a suspicious, 
or, in the German view, envious world 
should unite and deny food? Within 
reach of the German sword such an 
undertaking could be bullied out of 
men's hearts, but much of what Ger- 
many needed lay beyond seas, where 
the sword could not be applied with- 
out sea power great enough to chal- 
lenge the world. 
Hence the necessity 
for a navy "to protect German trade." 
a trade especially needing protection 
because It did not necessarily rest upon 
reciprocal needs and mutual good will-

You see, the oldest son, Geor- 
gios, who was the heir to the throne, 
was felt to be too strongly pro-German 
to be acceptable to the allies.

to suppose that Greece is now more 
inclined to the cause of the allies, even 
if she has not formally declared war." 


"Tell us something about the history 


oat buildings, the beauty of the arch- 
acture and carvings excite the admir- 
tion of the whole world, even at the 
li esent day. 
Lord Elgin took a great 
•lany of the wonderful statues, monu- 
ments and other specimens of Grecian 
M t and placed them in the British mu- 
seum, where they are cai-efully kept 
and constitute a wonderful collection. 
Many have criticized him for removing 
these from Greece anu a law now pro- 
hibits any more being taken away." 


"Vv'ere the Grecians fireat fighters. 
Uncle Harry?" said Joe. 


"They certainly were," said Uncle 
Harry. 
"The fighting in early days 
was largely between themselves. 
You 
•see in ancient times and even in the 
middle ages, Greece was composed of 
different states or districts and never 
had a united kingdom until the nine- 
teenth century. 
These different pow- 


ers, Athens, Sparta, Corinth, Argos, 
Boetia and others fought among them- 
selves on local matters and to gain 
power, but sometimes they joined to- 
gether to fight a common enemy such 
as Persia.

2,000 B. C. when the Pelasgians, who 
were probably 
of 
the 
Semitic race, 
were the Inhabitants of the land After 
a wonderful career of war, literature, 
art and general civilization, Greece be- 
came 
a 
Roman 
province, 
but 
the 
splendor of her art was the glory of 
Rome and while Rome held the phys- 
ical control Greece ruled Rome by her 
beauty and art. 


"Then 
Turkey 
conquered 
Greece 
centuries after Rome fell and it was 
not until 1830 that 
Greece 
was de- 
clared an Independent sovereign king- 
dom. 
She has had almost constant 
trouble with her 
Balkan 
neighbors 
and with Turkey. 


"It was always the dream of her 
statesmen that Greece should some- 
time be an Independent nation, and 
one of my best 
remembered 
verses 
of poetry is that by Byron, who fought 
bravely for the Grecians. 


" 'The mountains look on Marathon 


And Marathon looks on the sea 
And musing there an hour alone 


I dreamed that Greece might yet be 
free.' 


"I've no doubt that you boys have 
read or recited that wonderful poem

Sewing: Kits Handy 


Things for Soldiers 


In the comfort bags for the sailor 
boys It is an excellent plan to make 
small pockets and in these pockets to 
put needle and thread and scissors 
and buttons and pins. In the bags for 
the soldiers, however, there should bo 
a separate little packet for all these 
things. 
We laymen would call the 
packet a sewing kit, but the sailors 
give It a more personal and friendly 
name—they call it their little house- 
wife. 
And a variable little wife It is, 
helping to darn their socks, to mend 
their rips, to sew their buttons on and 
trying its best to make them feel as 
If some one were really looking after 
them. 


The packet is made of khaki and so 
fashioned that it can be rolled up Into 
nothing, and It weighs less than three 
ounces. 
The comfort bags with their 
full equipment are much heavier. For 
this reason the soldiers must discard 
them with all other exeoss "baggai«."

hibition to beer and wines, although 
there is a strong sentiment in the sen- 
ate against 
further 
manufacture 
of 
whisky, 
brandy and 
other 
distilled 
spirits. 


Prospects 
are, 
however,

senate will in the end vote to retain 
the prohibition proposals, or at least 
the provision prohibiting use of food- 
stuffs in manufacturing distilled

KEEPING UP PRESSURE. 


British Headquarters In France. 


June 25.—Although the official state- 
ments report little activity, the British 
are keeping up their pressure day and 
night along the entire 120-mile front 
they occupy. Last night a number of 
local enterprises were carried out suc- 
cessfully. One of these operations was 
rather important, increasing as it does 
the British grip about Lens. 
Under

inteietts—America must apply every resource to meet die world's demand 
for food—Labor saving machines and man power on the farms vital 
factors in economic crisis—Apneal for government action. 


Government action ensuring the farmers of America ample supplies of 


farm implements and competent farm labor is vitally necessary to this 
country's future participation In the war. declare the manufacturers of farming 
tools and machinery in the United States. This action must be immediate and 
radical, they say. or in 1918 the United States will fall to produce foodstuffs 
necessary to feed the civil population of our allies and to keep the allied armies 
In fighting trim. 


This declaration Is made In a public statement by the National Implement 


nnd Vehicle Association, whose members manufacture most of the farrolnf 
implements used In and exported from the United States. .It Is the Associa- 
tion's answer to an anxious inquiry about reports of a prospective Implement 
shortage addressed to It in behalf of the country's farming Interests by,ex- 
Governor W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin, one of the leaders of American agricul- 
ture and publisher of Hoard's Dairyman. The statement, which Is signed by 
Charlea S. Brantlngham, Chairman of the Association's Executive Committee, 
says:"Th« troth Is, that unless prompt action Is taken by the Government, onr 
country Is headed straight toward the game mistakes that have resulted In 
compelling our allies to appeal to us to save them from famine. Unless we 
protect the production of labor-saving farm machinery and the supply of 
skilled farm labor we, too, must soon face a shrinkage of food supplies. Any- 
body can realize how calamitous that would be In the military as well as the 
economic sense. 
"The trouble with the food production of Europe Is far from the barae 


Rones, in fields that lie Idle for lack of men and machinery to cultivate them. 
The same trouble is due to overtake us soon. Without such action as is here 
suggested and urged, the farmers of the United ^tntes will not have enough 
machines or men In 1918 to meet the demands upon them. 


"We are now confronted by shortages of raw material and factory labor 


that will begin to be manifest In shortages of certain lines of farm machinery 
this fall and will result In serious shortages In many vital lines next year. 
Stocks on hand In important kinds of tools and machines are smaller than 
in normal years, because of earlier scarcity of factory labor and a rapidly 
tightening scarcity of all raw materials. Present and prospective conditions 
as to both elements make it certain that the shortage of our output will sixnt 


* ""Farmers have deferred during the last three years the replacing of oW 
and badly worn tools and machines. Now, confronted by the practical cer- 
tainty that the war is to continue Indefinitely, with attendant assurance of a 
heavy demand and high prices for all their products, and by an inevitable 
shortage of farm labor-, they cannot put off longer replacements of worn out 
machines and the additions to equipment necessary to Increase acreage and 


production.^ esgent,a, to me€tlng tne aemand of the fanners for Implements 
that there shall be preference In transportation for raw materials to the fac- 
tories and for finished goods from the factories to the farms. 


"For the last ten years farm labor has been more and more difficult to 


secure and now with an enormous Increase in the demand for labor in muni- 
tion factories, and the withdrawal of many young men from productiv, occu- 
pations, there is bound to be a shortage of farm labor such as this country 
has never known. In Kansas alone a vast number of fertile acres on which the 
wheat crop failed will lie idle this summer, chiefly for lack of labor and partly 
through lack of machines to replant to corn. 


"We regard It as vital" to keep on the farms the men now there who know 


the business, especially the men trained In the use of labor-saving machinery. 
It would be wasteful and foolish to let them go and afterward try to replace 
them with unskilled men. 
"We seek no advantage for our Industry over any other, but we realize 


and we want the public to realize that without this product and without suf- 
ficient labor the farmers of the United States cannot Increase or even maintain 
their production of foodstuffs next year. To avert the calamity that such a 
condition will surely produce, our Industry and the farming Industry which 
It chiefly supports must be put upon the same preferred basis as the making 
of war munitions, even If other less vital industries suffer thereby for ma- 
terials and men.

CHECKING WASTE OF BEEAD. 


The state council of defense announces that 


in general the bakers of Indiana have indi- 
cated willingness to co-operate with Dr. H. 
E. Barnard, state food commissioner, in the 
campaign to check a flagrant waste of bread. 


The means taken to overcome the worst 


single phase of wastefulness will be a rule by 
the bakers to take back from retail distrib- 
utors no unsold loaves. This will accomplish 
altogether throughout the state a vast saving. 
Such a rule is now extensively in operation 
in Fort Wayne and perhaps is in other cities. 
It ought to become general and equally it 
should be strictly enforced. 


Not only will no one suffer hardship or de- 


privation from this, but on the contrary every 
one will be on several accounts better off. It 
•will in the first place put an end to a ruost 
•inful waste for which even in times of peace 
and unqualified abundance there is no reason- 
able mitigation. Bread twenty-four hourE old 


millions between the ages of 31 and 40 and 
there stand from among whom seventy thou- 
sand volunteers are to come probably some 
twelve millions of Americans. 
From these 


there should be no difficulty or delay getting 
a paltry seventy thousand who are sound and 
fit and ready for service with the regulars. It 
would seem that it ought to take but a day 
to enlist all the volunteers now called for. 


It should be borne in mind that the fact 


of having been registered for conscription 
does not raise a barrier against any man be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 31 who may now 
wish to volunteer. 
Any such will be wel- 


comed and he will find his'paths made straight 
and his way easy to train and fight with the 
regulars. The call for volunteers will make 
special appeal to thousands who are not 
eligible to service by reason of the age limita- 
tions set by the conscription law. Great num- 
bers of sturdy, well-conditioned, ready and 
patriotic men above 31 years will be glad to 
enlist, at once from impulses of duty and the 
knowledge that those who get into the regu- 
lars will get earliest to the front. 


Now that registration has been completed 


and all within its terras are so on record, it 
will be interesting to observe this week's drive 
for volunteers to determine if to any great 
extent draft is so distasteful as some have at- 
tempted to assert. 
If it were the seventy 


thousand volunteers asked for would be en- 
listed, before today's sun goes down, a sequel 
not likely to develop. But there is no reason 
to believe that difficulty is going to be met 
bringing seventy thousand volunteers to the 
colors by one week from today. The ranks 
of the regulars will be filled when July 1 
dawas. 


KEEPING THE RECORD GOOD. 


By the time the final canvass of returns 


from the Red Cross campaign in Allen county 
is made this evening it is expected that some- 
thing in excess of $100,000 will be shown to 
the credit of this community. 


All but a little of this sum lias come from 


the city of Fort Wayne. The country has 
been a disappointment. Subscriptions that 
were made by farmers in most cases were 
smaller than had been expected and the num- 
ber of refusals to give anything has occasioned 
is still who csome and palatable and as a mat- 
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from the ovens, though the fresher bread nay 
be more toothsome and inviting. In the days 
when the great bulk of bread was baked at 
home few housewives undertook to turn out 
their bread bakings oftcner than three times 
a week and many of them did so but twice. 
The people thrived on bread that never was 
strictly "fresh" more than two or three days 
a week and they could do so now. The bread 
of the bakers will keep well and be appetizing 
and wholesome the day following its baking. 


The effort to check the waste of bread, 


however, is not to take the method of com- 
pelling the people to eat old bread. The plan 
in design is that there shall be closer co-opera- 
tion between consumers and retailers and re- 
tailers and bakers to the end that require- 
ments may be made known and provided for 
as nearly as possible without surplus of loaves. 
That is to a great degree practicable and will 
enable the bakers to supply consumers with 
fresh bread. But there ought to be no foolish 
niceties and silly squeamishness about eating 
bread a day old. It is nourishing, wholesome 
and palatable and if well taken care of will 
betray little difference to the person who eats 
it.. It will mean a great saving to the bakers 
in the total cost of their output and what is 
inore it will mean a tremendous conservation 
of flour and beyond that of wheat, not to 
speak of some minor, yet important, items of 
cost, such as the labor of making and the cost 
of delivery and return, besides that it will 
save a volume of other materials that enter 
into the making of bread. 


Returned bread is sold by bakers at a point 


probably a substantial percentage below cost. 
The poorer classes purchase it and doubtless 
much of it is bought for poultry food. The 
loss must be made up in the price of fresh 
bread, if there is a loss. In any event, a vast 
quantity of wholesome and nourishing food 
goes to waste so far as human consumption 
is concerned. If bakers, distributors and con- 
sumers can co-operate so that fresh bread may 
always be had without entailing any waste, 
it will be more satisfactory, but there should 
be an end made of the waste. An abundance 
of .bread twenty-four hours old or forty-eigJt 
hours old or a week old would tickle the 
people of the warring countries in Europe 
silly.

VOLUNTEERS' WEEK. 


So close that Eed Cross week overlaps it 


comes the great week's drive for seventy 
thousand volunteers to fill the ranks of the 
regulars to full war strength. The president's 
proclamation calling for these volunteers will 
not fall upon an unresponsive manhood in the 
United States. The ranks of the regulars will 
be filled by July 1, as it is the purpose and 
expectation shall prove the case. 


Of the ten millions of young men who 


registered June 5 under the'conscription law 
nny are eligible who can pass the examina 
tion. Add to these ten millions the other 


reluctance of UK: farming community to joii. 
heartily and generously in, this ennobled and 
ennobling cause, that, were there no national 
stress of war to appeal to the strongest of all 
patriotic feeling, would nevertheless make 
powerful appeal to every innate sentiment of 
humanity. 


That, however, is neither here nor there. 


The apportionment made for this city and 
county has been pledged to an excess of 25 
per cent. 
Fort Wayne keeps her record 


straight, consistent and bright. The response 
to the appeal for Red Cross aid is in line 
with the city's response to the call for troops, 
with the duty to register and the service with 
money in the Liberty Loan. 
One hundred 


thousand dollars or better will go to the city's 
high credit in the splendid labor of the coun- 
try to put a vast sum of money behind the 
service of the Red Cross in this war. 


It will be well to remember that because 


the big drive for the hundred millions comes 
formally to an end tonight there is no obstacle 
raised to further contributions to the Red 
Cross fund. Any who have wholly neglected 
to give or any others who now remorsefully 
feel that they have given too little will have 
the happy chance tomorrow or the next day 
or any day soon of getting into the record in 
a manner to ease the conscience or to gratify 
any new excesses of generous feeling. 
In 


some cities, where they did not awaken to the 
significance and import of this great move- 
ment until late in the week, there is purpose 
to carry the campaign through the present 
week. They want to make good. 


Fort Wayne already has done that, but the 


more there is the hotter it will look and most 
certainly the greater will be the help to the 
work. 


When the Russian armies have been reor- 


ganized and again imbued with the fighting 
spirit and begin to do the work they have left 
undone for three months the people of this 
country and of the other allied nations will 
have some reason for faith in Muscovite pro- 
testations of loyalty and their declarations 
against the perfidy of a separate peace. Mean- 
while, Russia is doing little or nothing and 
German, Austrian, Turkish and Bulgarian 
troops that should be feeling the weight ot 
Russian numbers are free to upset practically 
all the plans of the allies for the spring and 
summer offensive. What Russia has done to 
her own no less than to the cause of her allies 
she never can mend. The best she can do is 
to make haste that the mischief do not. become 
fatal.

AMERICA'S WIN-IN-THE-AIR 
PROGRAM BEING RUSHED 
BOTH HERE AND IN FRANCE 


BY HOWARD E. COFFIN. 


Chairman. Aircraft Production Board 


of Council of National Defenao. 


America'* aviation program, which is 


being planned on a scale sufficient to 
sweep the German flyer* out of the 
air and literally blind the German 
army. Is already under way. 


Congress will within the next few 


days he asked to appropriate $600.000.- 
000 to carry out these plans, but in the 
meantime the various branches of the 
federal government that deal 
with 


aviation are pushing the work of 
preparation on a large scale with 
money already appropriated. 


Three of the great aviation fields 


which the war department has planned 
arc actually under construction: sites 
for tho other six fields have been 
chosen and work on them will soon be- 
gin. 
Cadets are now In training at tho 


preliminary training schools estab- 
lished In six representative engineer- 
ing colleges and universities. Training 
planes have already been ordered and 
will be ready by the time the aviation 
fields are completed; and the instruc- 
tion of the first group of 500 aviators 
will begin not later than August 1. 


France and Great Britain, as well 


as our own experts, have made it plain 
they expect aircraft and aviators to be 
one of America's greatest contributions 
to winning the war. The government 
can now say it is actually embarked on 
the task of overcoming Its present de- 
ficiency In military aviation. 
We be- 


lieve the outlook promises a quick de- 
velopment of the enormous latent air 
resources of the United States which 
may be unprecedented in the military 
history of the world. 


America is responsible for the inven- 


tion of both the submarine and the 
aeroplane. In the development of both 
she has allowed Europe to outstrip her. 
It is for us to show we can yet surpass 
both our enemies and our allies in the 
development of these two great in- 
ventions which America first con- 
ceived. 


It will surprise many people to know 


the United States has not only rushed 
plans for completion of a large num- 
ber of aviation training schools in this 
country, but has selected a site and 
let contracts for construction of a 
duplicate of the American standard 
two-squadron flying field in France to 
receive the first flyers graduated from 
the American fields. 


It take* only four months to train a 


flyer. An America's new airmen finish 
their training they will embark for 
France. On French soil, under French 
Instructors and with French machines 
they will complete their preparation 
for work at the front. 


Thin training field in France will be 


entirely a product of American brains 
and American energy. The buildings 
will be constructed and the plans pre- 
pared by an American contractlnK firm 
with materials shipped from the United 
States. 


Thousands of men are now engaged 


In preparation of the aviation fields at 
Dayton, O.,'Champagne. III., and De- 
troit, Mich. The government has made 
them emergency projects and nothing 
is being permitted to hamper their 
rapid construction. The work on these 
is being separately conducted and they 
will In no way interfere with the new 
army cantonments. 


Work began more than two weeks 


ago on-the big four sriuadron field at 
Dayton. It Is significant that this field 
of 2,500 acres, tho largest of all. Is on 
the site of tho original field on which 
' the Wrights developed their first suc- 
cessful aeroplane. The modest field of 
86 acres In which the Wrights carried 
out their experiments Is within the 
boundaries of the big, new government 
field. 


The Dayton field,-which is twice as 


big as any of the others, -will accom- 
modate 144 aeroplanes and 300 flyers 
can be trained there at one time. As 
the training period is just four months 
this means that this one field should 
graduate nearly 1,000 flyers within a 
year. Including officers, enlisted men, 
instructors and mechanics, there will 
be 1,700 or more persona at the school. 


The instructors for these fields will 


be members of the aviation section of 
the regular army who have been at 
the Mexican border, and as fast as the 
cadets are trained a few of the most 
promising will be utilized for training 
newcomers. 


America is launched on the greatest 


and most inspiring enterprise in the 
world's history, that of winning the 
war in the air. There are enormous 
obstacles in the way, but I am conn- 
dent they can be surmounted. 


The great American aerial navy Is a 


certainty and Its realization is not 1'ar 
distant.

DID GREED FOR GAIN 
DRIVE GERMANY INTO 
WAR? ASKS A WRITER 


[Alvin Johnson In Harper's Magazine.] 


Was it greed for gain that drove the 


German people Into the path of econ- 
omic aggression? 
The Germans are 


greedy of gain, but there is no evidence 
that they are pre-eminently greedy 
among nations except 
for power. 


Power: to this ideal the Germans have 
sacrificed everything—the Joy of an 
easy life, liberty, humanity. It is the 
clue 
to- German commercial policy 


also. 
A great population might live 


on the resources contained within the 
empire, but not a population great 
enough to realize r. national Ideal of 
unique and unprecedented power. To 
serve this Ideal it was necessary to im- 
pose tributary relations upon the out- 
side world. 
Let the markets of the 


world be forced open to German In- 
dustry and forced shut upon tho In- 
dustry of the other overpopulated 


states, and the number of Germans 
might increase until the political and 
military might of Germany became 
utterly unassailable. 


But could Germany be certain that 


in the interval between the first eco- 
nomic thrust for power and its ulti- 
mate achievement the other nations 
would lie asleep? Building up a pop- 
ulation beyond the potential feeding 
capacity of the land is a policy that 
involves risk. 
What, if a suspicious, 


or, In the German view, envious world 
should unite and deny food? Within 
reach of the German sword such an 
undertaking could be bullied out of 
men's hearts, but much of what Ger- 
many needed lay beyond seas, where 
the sword could not be applied with- 
out sea power great enough to chal- 
lenge the world. Hence the necessity 
for a navy "to protect German trade," 
a trade especially needing protection 
because it did not necessarily rest upon 
reciprocal needs and mutual good will- 
Without dominion of the seas, tho only 
security for Germany lay in the wrest- 
ing of contiguous territory from neigh- 
oring states. 
Such territories happen

"Tell us something about the history 


cat buildings, the beauty of the arch- 
i-cture and carvings excite the admlr- 
t!on of the whole world, even at the 
M-osent day. Lord Elgin took a great 
nany of the wonderful statues, monu- 
nents and other specimens of Grecian 
irt and placed them In the British mu- 
seum, where they are carefully kept 
und constitute a wonderful collection. 
Many have criticized him for removing 
these from Greece and a law now pro- 
hibits any more being taken away." 


"Wore the Grecians flreat fighters,

"The fighting In early days 


was largely between themselves. You 
sec in ancient times and even In the 
middle ages, Greece wns composed of 
different states or districts and never 
had a united kingdom until the nine 
teenth century. These different pow- 


ers, Athens, Sparta, Corinth, Argos, 
Boetla and others fought among them- 
selves on local matters and to gain 
power, but sometimes they Joined to- 
gether to fight a common enemy such 
as Persia.

means of which Troy was captured."

It goes ' back to 
2,000 B. C. when the Pelasglans. who 
were probably of the Semitic race, 
were the inhabitants of the land After 
n. wonderful career of war, literature, 
art and genera.! civilization. Greece be- 
came a Roman province, but the 
splendor of her art was the glory of 
Rome and while Rome held the phys- 
ical control Greece ruled Roma by her 
beauty and art. 
"Then Turkey conquered Greece 


centuries after Rome fell and it was 
not until 1830 that Greece was de- 
clared an independent sovereign king- 
dom. 
She has had almost constant 


trouble with her Balkan neighbors 
and with Turkey. 
"It was always the dream of net 


statesmen that Greece should some- 
time be an Independent nation, and 
one of my best remembered verses 
of poetry Is that by Byron, who fought 
bravely for the Grecians. 
" 'The mountains look on Marathon 


And Marathon looks on the sea 


And musing there an hour alone 


I dreamed that Greece might yet be 


free.' 


"I'vo no doubt that you boys have 


read or recited that wonderful poem
